NOMINATIONS FOR THE 


2017 NATIONAL POLICE WEEK CEREMONIES 


The various ceremonies for National Police Week 2017 will begin in Sacramento at the 
California Peace Officers Memorial on the state capitol grounds on Sunday, May 7,2017, with 
the Candlelight Vigil, followed the next day by the official enrollment ceremony. 

On May 12,2017, the Police Unity Tour will roll into Washington D.C .for the commencement 
of several days of memorial events at the national level that will conclude on May 15,2017. 

The Department, in partnership with the Los Angeles Police Protective League and the 
Command Officers Association, is requesting that Commanding Officers nominate personnel to 
participate in these events. The events in Sacramento and Washington, D.C. consist of standing 
long hours at various tribute events. Only full duty personnel should be considered for 
nominati on- Sacramento is a driving trip and is from May 7-9,2017. Washington, D.C. is 
scheduled from May 11-16,2017. Duty-days will be determined by the Chief of Police. There 
is no expense to the employee for travel and lodging. 

Co mmanding Officers, in considering selections for either of these high honor details, you 
should consider the following in making those selections: 

(1) The officer is a relative, close friend or former partner of an officer that was killed in the line 
of duty that has not previously attended one of these events. 

(2) The officer is a member of our military that was deployed in a recent combat theatre. 

(3) Additionally, when no minating personnel, ensure their commitment for these events as they 
are primary duty assignments. 

Your nomination should include the following: 

• Name, rank and Serial Number 

• A short one or two sentence story explaining your rationale based upon the criteria 
above. 

Please submit a separate e-mail for each nominee and specify which venue the nomination is for; 
Sacramento or Washington, D.C. Please advise the employee they are being nominated and also 
submit their contact numbers in the e-mail. Nominations should be e-mailed before January 8, 
2017, to Commander Anne Clark, with a CC to Captain Kathryn Meek. 

The Los Angeles Police Department has developed a fine tradition lending support and solace to 
the survivors of those who have made the ultimate sacrifice, thank you for your cooperation and 
participating in this endeavor.

On May 10, 2017,1 will join the Police Unity Tour-Challenge Ride, consisting of nearly 400 law 
enforcement officers representing police agencies from throughout the United States. The agencies 
are represented by California law enforcement officers from the Los Angeles County Sheriffs 
Department, San Bernardino County Sheriffs, Ventura, La Habra, Long Beach, Burbank, Los 
Angeles, and West Covina. The Challenge Ride also consists of law enforcement officers from the 
States of Oregon, Colorado, New Jersey, New York, Illinois, Connecticut, Utah, Missouri, New 
Mexico, Georgia, and Michigan. 

We will depart from Somerset, New Jersey and travel through Philadelphia, Delaware, Baltimore, 
and ultimately into Washington DC. 



On May 12,2017, we will join nearly 2300 law enforcement officers from throughout the country who 
will bicycle along varying routes, each nearly 300 miles, to the National Law Enforcement Officers 
Memorial in Washington DC. 

On May 13th, we will join over 50,000 people at National Law Enforcement Memorial Candlelight 
Vigil. During the ceremony, the names of every officer who died in the line of duty during 2016 will 
be read and his/her name officially added to the Memorial, which already contains over 20,758 fallen 
heroes. 

The primary purpose of the Police Unity Tour is to raise awareness about the police officers that 
have died in the line of duty. Our motto is, “We Ride For Those Who Died." The secondary purpose 
is to raise funds for the National Law Enforcement Officers Memorial Fund. Since its’ inception in 
1997, the Police Unity Tour has raised over $20 million to support the Memorial.
